From the paper entitled “*What a Young
Man Needs at Oollege,” by Professor Stecle,
of Lawrence ['niversity, Wisconsin, we quote
as follows:

First a good body is wanted. After all that
bias been said there are comparatively few
who realize, to its full extent, the llﬂpl"llll-
ence of the soul for its real effectiveness on
physical health, It is not merely that the
body is the instrnment of the mind and so
wust be in tolerable repair, in order to the
profitable activity of (he latter; thongh this
i & great and important consideration, fully
equal to ull that has been estimated concern-
ing it. But also the body itself somehow has
a greater sgency in its effect, both on the
mind and on some of the objects of the
wind's aotion, than it has, in any case, re-
ceived credit for. It is only on this supposi-
fion the effect of some of onr popular orators
can be accounted for. Even such men as
Whitefield, and Spurgeon, and Beecher, how-
ever much of their eficiency may be owing to
their lofty spirituality and intenso earnest-
ness, certpinly are indebted far less to intel-
lectual superiority than to perfection of phy-
sical vigor and the happy balance of the phy-
sical powers. It may be deubted whether
this muscular energy is not quite as indis-
wensable a requisite in the intellectnal work
of the world as in its mannal employments.

One of the great and hitherto in-
vincible fallacies of our civilization,
working immense mischief, is the theory and
practice of selecting the constitutionally
feeble-Lodied members of the family, or those
who have suffered from disease or accident,
which bas diminished the bodily strength, as
fit subjects for a liberal edncation and the
most intellectunl employments. Say  the
parents and friends, and the comwmunity
generally, ““These children will be good for
nothing else— ey cannot work—they mmnst
be educated,” ‘Thus the refuse of the ecom-
munity is set apart for the highest and most
important uses, Probably it would not be
best that the opposite theory should execln-
sively prevail; but, even o, we shonld geain

incalculably in the  intellectnal, and
vrobably mot lose so  wvery much
in the manual, force of the world.
To say nothing of the exhansting char-

acter of the pressure of & sickly body on a
soul which ought to be supported by the
body instead of furnishing a support for it,
how much mightier is the influence of the
mind when transmitted through a healthy
muscular and nervous system!

Surely, then, instead of its being a reason
why a voung man shonld not go to college,
beeatse he is strong and robust of body, that
is the very reason why he should go—it is
ibe very thing he needs—better than money,
or genius, or almost anything else, axcu\:l
common sense, and that be is far more likely
to have if he first have the other,

No doubt one renson whya large cluss of
woung wen are deterred from a college conrse,
is that sugh a cowvse is associated in their
minds with delicate constitutions and feeble,
unenduring bodies. If more of our hearty,
rugged boys, full of animal spivits, were in
our colleges, it would become more custom-

ary than mnow fo engage in oul.of-
door sporls, and there would
be less need of reiterated
extortion to good  students to
tuke exercise. As it is,

college sindents are divided into two classes
—those who devote too much time to the
cultivation of the mind, and those who give
ihemselves too much to the cultivation of the
muscles. If it shounld become the costom for
ihe heaithiest boys to go to college, the hest
scholars would find enongh of natnral ir-
pulse to seek the open air, and at the same
time sufficient inclination to study, so that
there would be a natural limil tixed to excess
in either direction, while the inflnence thus
exerted would draw the exiremes to a healthy
mean. Thus, and thus only, should we have
the wcns sana (n sane corpore,

In the second place, he needs a correct
theory of the scholastic life, I do not mean
an absolately infallible theory; that, proba-
Lly, he will not get. There is a variety of
opinions entertained on this subject by wise
auen, and it is not likely that the best will be
accepted by all.  Yet there are certain princi-

ples which Are l'.v?:-lnl---.l. by those
Iu-ht qualified to judge, dud which
commend themselves to the pommon sense

of all. That a student needs some regular
plan is obvious. A pour conrse of sludy is
wmuch Letter than nope. I'. W. Ilobertson,
in one of his letters writien nol many years
after lenving Oxford, lmmenting his desul.
tory style of culture, says:—*‘1 now feel that
I was utterly, mournfully, irreparably wrong.
L Now I would give L£200 g yesr to
have read on a bad plau chosen for me, but
steadily.”

All profitable plans of scholarly cnlture,
with whatever variable elements, have this
constant quality, namely, that there must be
such & rapge and diversity of study as will
perve to the development, discipline, and
inforiuation of all the powers of the sonl
What we seek, or ought to seck, is the
greatest possible amount of power con-
gistent with & well-balanced and sys-
teatical manhood. There may be s great
difference of opinion as fo the kind and pro-

riion of studies bost ndapted to this end.

ut evidently the worst currieulum likely to
be accepted in any institution would be im-
aneasurabily superior to the random, iwpulsive
following of one's nntanght inclinations and
preferences, or the hesitaling, undecided
plan of » wmere novice, How much more
profitable it is than the method viciously
called practieal, requires no extraordinary
wisdom to discern. True, a practical educa-
tion is what a young man needs, and no other
is worth talking about; but how preposterous
to call that system which gives “'a complete
pusiness education in six months,” or that
fragmentary, one-gided, and narrow plan of
study, which makes mere enginecers, chom-
ists, 1-nlumulaglbw. or even lniniﬂiurn, doe-
tors, nud lawyers, practical, while that which

gonerous compotence of power, in thonglit to
be somotling the opposite of prackicul

NO doubt the very best of the couries of
study now in use may be profitably moditied,
The methods of study, too, are in rapid pro-
cens of lmprovernent, and there is yot muookh
advancement Lo be wnde ore we approximate
perfection. Lot it bo freely conceded that
till a comparatively recent date, and perhapu
too lurgely up to the present time, we have
boen somewhat annatural in onr habits both
of teaching and stody, especially in that we
bave not enough regarded the common-gense,
nor kept in line with the spontansons and in.
tultive nction of the mind, But becsuse wao
have not all possible wisdom, are we to
abandon the sconmulations of the ages
and begin de nove to learn everything
over nguin? Would it be gensible for
a semi.civilized nalion to go back to
barbarismn  beeanse their attainments fall
short of the full nnlightumnnnl of a
more advanced race? Yet this is precisely
the plan recommended by some of onr would-
be educational philosophers.

The student, then, needs to come nnder the
dowminion of some theory of the scholastic life
which is the result of the experience and ob.
servation of scholars, not for a series of years
merely, but for a series of gonerations; and
not to abandon it hastily for a plaasible but
never tested fancy of a few visionary porsons.
Let this bhetter notion be more generally dis-
seminnted among cur young people in Ame-
riean, and we shall have less of the superficial
and the unscholarly specialisi, and less aver-
sion to what is obvionaly the most natural,
the most satisfactory, and most enjoyable
course of training,

Another essential thing is a high moral
purpose. It needs no Iabored argument to
prove that the proper ends of human action
are moral. The mightiest inspirations are
those of a religious character, nnd the
grandest motives impelling to human action
are found in Christinnity. Lvidently, too,
this reguires of us the fullest development of
all our faculties and their largest culture.
None of us at present can begin to compro-
hend the wealth of power, and wisdom, and
greatness—the mighty volume of being which
God bos mnde possible to every soul. Ilere,
too.there are measnreless resources for the
satisfaction of every want and every require.
went of our being. To neglect these germs
of infinite growth, and squander the treasures
furnished forth for their uses, is to trample
under foot the richest gifts of God, and to
bold in contempt the grandest opportunities
conceivable to mortals,

The great end to be arrived at by
the student, and his pgreat mneed, is to
get control of all the spiritnul forces

which belong to him, and to hold them
to the grent purposes for which they were
created. It is not enough that he Lkeep Lis
appetites from maiking him a birate; or his
passions from making him n e Or A
demon, or his other propensities from making
him a good-for-nothing man of the world, or
his selfishness a monster from which all
gooduess revolts; but his volition must have
in it & positive quality, calling into action all
those God-inspired forces which without this
authoritative sumunons wounld slumber in-
gloriously.

It is not designed to recommend the avtifi-
cial and superticial system of efhies practi-
cally adopted by a large cluss of the commu-
nity. Mnuch that goes by the name of virtue
is only a thin veneering, having reference to
nothing beyond social respectability or a
reputation suited to the exigencies of busi-
ness or popular policy. It comes from no
inward prineciple, and has no more of real
charaoter in it than has the coat of & Broad-
way dandy. 'The morelity which is essential

Selfishness is ever short-sighted,
and sometimes stone-blind, It is nearly
certain to defeat its own ends by nar-
rowing existence down te the earthly
life, to immediate and transient enjoy-
ment, A profound moral motive is the only
one that consists with the natare and grand
vocation of man. Any lower incentive is
likely to fail at some point far short of the
true goal of the highest development of the
soul’s power. It lacks the force to carry
some through any part of the seli-denying
discipline implied in the higher academic
course; it is the occasion of fullure to others
before their course is completed; while it
perits still others to go forth with a kKind of
scholaxly repute, but with slmost no fitness
for

a #cholar's  work, This deplorable
defeet has ulso much to do with the
flimsy schemes of education to which
I have alluded, snd which only seek

to qualifly a man for “getting a living™—as if
a mere living, even a good living, were any-
thing worth baving at gll. It degrades paan
to the condition ol an oyster or a polyp when
he ix entitled to the companionship of angels,
the heirship of all thinge, and tothe unspenk-
able elernal  joys of  glovilied existence,
Whatever else a young man neads at  oollege,
he needs this Ligh morsl purpese, not only
that ie may aim At the Lest and the only
proper things, but that e may nccomplish
the things at which he alms,

The wem to we to be the main essen
tinls for u student. With these and what is
implied in them, together with Lhe qualities
requisite to any kind of success anywhere, he
will succeed in this grand enlerprise, and in
all those to which it freely opens the way,
